blessings, so it is reasonable that in our 
collective and united capacity as families, 
we should render daily thanksgivings to the 
Bounteous Giver of all our mercies. 
Family worship is taught eren by Natu- 
ral religion. Even enlightened heathens 


have recognized the duty of worshipping 


God in daily sacrifices—Cicero speaks ad- 
mirably of the immortality and spiritual 
nature of the soul—of the care which men 
should feel concerning the welfare of their 
souls after death. And Hesiod, because 
he believed in a state of future rewards and 
punishments beyond the grave, where the 
righteous were blessed, and where the wick- 
ed shall be punished, earnestly enforced 
the propriety of the morning and evening 
sacrifice. He argued correctly that noth- 
ing could be more acceptable to the Divine 
Being, or more likely to secure prosperity 
in temporal affairs, than the daily worship 
of the gods. It isa reasonable service,

II. The arguments in favor of family 
worship from revealed religion are: 

That God as the Founder and Preserver 
of families, has unquestionable claims upon 
them to acknowledge and serve him as 
families. It is God who taketh the solita- 
ry and joins them together as husband and 
wife, and makes them thé joyful parents of 
children, The relation of husband and 
wife is from heaven. And upon it depends 
all the comfort of social life and civilized 
society. Without christian purity, peace, 
mental and moral training, and conserva- 
tive inſſuences of the conjugal relationship, 
the world would present a picture too 
frightful to be described, or even conceived. 
But God is not only the’ Creator and own- 
er of all the individuals in a family, and the 
founder and owner of every family, but also 
the Governor of families, and as such, He 
has claims upon every family, that can not 
be neglected with impunity. 

Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ

And, ye masters, do the same things wnto 
them, forbearing threatening: knowing that 
your Master also is in heaven; neither is 
there respect of persons with him. 

Similar passages are to be found in other 
parts of the Holy Scriptures, especially in 
the Epistle to the Colossians. But these 
are sufficient to justify the strong and em- 
phatic language of the prophet . Micah, 
where God demands the honor due to Him 
as the Divine Governor of families, saying 
A sonionoreth his father, and a servant 
his master; if I then be a father, where is 
mine honor? and if I be a master, where is 
my fear? We know of no composition of 
the same length that embodies so much of 
the genius of the nation, and at the same 
time so much of the philosophy of the hap- 
piness of a pious family, with the feelings, 
hopes and consolations of revealed religion, 
as “The Cotter’s Saturday Night,” by 
Presbyterian Scotland’s great people's poet.

The following deeply interesting sketch 
we have condensed from the eolumus of the 
. Presbyteriau Quarterly Review. It is from 
the manuscripts of the late Rev. Dr. Hill, 
the early associate and friend of the sub- 
ject of this sketch :; 


| Cary Allen was born in Camberland Co., 
Virginia, in the settlement upon Great 
Guinea, in April, 1767. From his child- 
hood, he was remarkable for his impertur— 
bable good temper. If he-was ever angry, 
or out of temper, he never gave evidence 
of it; he was invariably amiable and con- 
ciliating in his conduct and deportment 
among his associates and companions. He 
was of a lively and cheerful disposition, 
bordering at times upon levity, possessing 
indeed a natural eccentricity of character, 
which followed him through life. He must 
have had a mind of a peculiar formation ; 
his ideas appeared to present themselves to 
him in an unusual form, and were expressed 
in a droll and Indicrous shape. This made 
him an agreeable and amusing companion, 
so that his company was always welcome 
and sought by his youthful associates. In 
a lively company he would generally keep 
the rest in a roar of laughter, though he 
seldom smiled himself. 

His talents were but common, for the 
acquisition of knowledge, and bis mind of 
too scattering a character to investigate an 
intricate subject, or to follow a close train 
of reasoning ; of course the education he 
acquired was but superficial, and of a mis- 
cellaneous character, He had a good clear 
voice, and an easy” and happy utterance ; 
his frame was tall, and built for strength, 
with just such an external appearance us 
might be expected from the inward. struc. 
ture of his eccentric temper and disposi- 


out of the house. It was during the win- 
ter months he was thas engaged ; this being 
the first six months of-his missionary labors 
in Kentucky. During this — he prench- 
ed almost daily, and frequently at night, 
without sparing himself; ſor his whole heart 
was in the work. But it was more than 
the strongest constitution could endure for 
any length of time. It was not a mereidle 
curiosity which caused such multitudes to 
follow him incessantly, but very many ap- 
peared deeply impressed with the import- 
ance and necessity of religion. The exten- 
sive limits throngh which he had to itine- 
rate, prevented him from remaining long 
in any one to counsel and direet those 
who had becéme serious; and no doubt the 
birds of the sir gathered up much of the 
good seed that was sown, 

As Spring drew nigh, 
and make his arrangements to return to 
Virginia and report to the Commission of 
Synod. The following incident took place 
during the journey, which he soon under- 
took. 

After a long day’s ride, as evening was 
near at hand, and as public houses of en- 
tertainment were scarcely known in those 
parts, he began to look out for some place 
to spend the night. He recollected that a 
certain old gentleman, in comfortable cir- 
cumstances, lived not far from the road, and 
that Mr. M. was an elder of the church; so 

he determined to call upon him, and apply 
for quarters, though he was a perfect stran- 
ger to the family, and resolved to resort to 
the expedient of passing incognito among 
them for awhile, and see what discoveries 
he could make respecting their religious 
character and conduct. The day had been 
very warm, and he had pulled off his coat 
and puton a yellow-grounded calico morn- 
ing-gown to ride in, and bad his wampum 
shot pouch girded, over that, to his side, 
with his rifle in his hand. In this trim, he 
alighted, just about the dusk of evening, 
walked up to the door and hailed. The 
good old lady came to the door and saw 
the strange figure of a man, who asked her 
if he could get quarters for the night, as he 
was fatigued, and there wasno public house 
within his reach. She did not like his looks 
and general appearance, and told him they 
were notin the habit of taking in strangers, 
and wished him to try some other place for 
acvommodations, Ile replied that he and 
his horse were both fatigued, and the day 
was now spent, and he had been taught to 


tion; he was always light and cheerful ;

him, and it was in vain for him to attempt 
to assume them, though he often attempted 
it, after he became pious, and especially 
after he was introduced into the pulpit. 
There was an air about his personal ap- 

pearance which would lead a stranger never 
to suspect he belonged to the clerical rank, 
The gravity and dignified reserve of most 
ministers did not belong to him, and if he 
had assumed them, they would have been 
as cumbersome and ill-placed, as David was 
in Saul’s armor, His external appearance, . 
like his natural temper and disposition, was 
frank, open and cheerful; a stranger to 
jealousy and suspicion, he felt himself at 
ease in any company, and reposing confi- 
dence in others, he inspired others with 
confidence in himself. His conversational 


ind; he hada tact and talent of intro- 
ducing conversation in any company, even 
among gay and thoughtless persons, and 
whatever subject was introduced he never 
failed to give it a serious and religious cast, 
without obtruding it in an unpleasant man- 
ner. No person was so wrapt up in dig- 
nity, reserve or station but he could easily 
approach and lead to a serious subject be- 
fore he left him. He v ould break ground 
sometimes at a great distance, but as reli- 
gion was always uppermost in his mind, he 
never failed to say something in recommen- 
dation of its importance in conclusion.— 
This was a powerful weapon in his hands, 

‘His exhibitions from the pulpit were in 
perfect character -with his natural disposi- 
tion and temperament. They were quite 
unlike that of any other man, sui generis. 


though his preaching was generally quite 
extemporaneous and without much connex- 
ion; his terms and manner of expressing 
himself were unique, and his illustrations 
very striking and often so ridiculous, that 
his hearers could not refrain sometimes from 
langhter. But they were as often con- 
strained to weep, and frequently both min- 
gled together. When he dismissed his con- 
gregation he always left an ardent desire 
in his audiente to hear him again, so that 
where he was known, the people would 


Allen was present. 


When he thought duty called him to de- 

clare the whole counsel of God, he was un- 
moved by the fear of man, which bringeth 
such a spare to many ministers, especially 
young ministers ; and he would clear his 
skirts, whether they would hear or whether 
they would forbear. His preaching invari- 
ably left deep and solemn impression where- 
ever he went, and was remembered and 
quoted for months and years afterwards, 
on account of the singulerity and impress- 
iveness of his remarks. He was instru- 
mental of the awakening and conversion of 
perhaps as many as any of his contempo- 
raries, especially in Kentucky, where he 
spent the most of his labors. 


The State of Kentucky had not then 
been admitted into the Union, and there 
were in that region only three counties, 
which then formed a part of’ Virginia — 
These were quite new settlements, and were, 
as yet, in a very rough condition, besides 
being subject to frequent irruptions and

_ Anotner singular incident in Allen's his- 
‘tory may be here introduced. Whether it 
occurred during this journey from Kentucky, 
as is most probable, or on some future trip, 
the writer is not certain; neither the time 
or place where it did occur is now distinctly 
recollected, for he made several jovrneys to 
and from Kentucky about these times. It 
was much talked of, however, at the time, 
and afforded no little surprise and amuse- 
ment to many, and the writer thinks, if his 


recollection does not fail him, that he ob- 


tained the account of it from Allen himself. 
He was on his journey either to or from 
Kentucky, and was riding alone. He arri- 
ved in the evening at the tavern where he 
expected to spend the night, but found the 
house filled with people, dancing at a pub- 
lic ball. He halted and called out the keep- 
er of the tavern, telling him that he wus 
wearied and chilled with his journey, but 
was apprehensive that his house was so full 
that he could not afford him a private room.

Whitfeld’s Preaching. 


The following account of his preaching 
at Moorfields in 1742, is from the pen of 
Whitfield himself. 


“For many years, from one end of Moor- 
fields to the other, booths of all kinds have 
been erected for mountebanks, players, pup- 
pet-shows, and such like. With a heart 
bleeding with compassion for so many thou- 
sands led captive by the devil at his will, 
on Whit-Monday, at six o’clock in the morn- 
ing, attended by a large congregation of 
praying people, I ventured to lift up a stan- 
dard amongst them in the name of Jesus of 
Nazareth. Perhaps there were about ten 
thousand in waiting, not for me, but for 
Satan’s in#ruments to amuse them. Glad 
was Ito find, that I had for once, us it 
were, got the start of the devil, I mount- 
ed my field pulpit; almost all flocked im- 
mediately around it. I preached on these 
words, ‘As Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, so shall the Son of man be 
lifted,’ ete. They gazed, they listened, they 
wept; and I believe that many felt them- 
selves stung with deep conviction for their 
past sins. All was hushed and solemn.— 
Being thus encouraged, 1 ventured out 
again at noon; but what a scene! The 
fields, the whole fields seemed, ina bad 
sense of the word, all white, ready not for 
the Redeemer's, but Beelzebub’s harvest. 
All his agents-were in full motion, drum- 
mers, trumpeters, merry-andrews, masters 
of puppet-shows, exhibitors of wild-beasts, 
players, ete., ete., all busy in entertaining 
their respective auditories. I suppose there 
could not be less than twenty or thirty thou- 
sand people. My pulpit was fixed on the 
opposite side, and immediately, to their great 
mortification, they found the number of 
their attendants sadly lessened. Judging 
that like Saint Paul, I should now be call- 
‘ed as it were to fight with beasts at Ephe- 
sus, I preached from these words: ‘Great 
is Diana of the Ephesians,’ 
ily guess that there was some noise among 
the craftsmen, and that I was honored with 
having a few stones, dirt, rotten eggs, and 
pieces of dead cats thrown at me, whilst 
engaged in calling them from their favorite, 
but lying vanities.

The Gospel the Power of God. 
It alone can change radically the character of 
men. Of all systems of philosophy and false re- 
ligion we have never seen it distinctly claimed for 
one of them that it improved essentially the char- 
acter of its adherents. But the gospel does this, 
not suddenly and perfectly, but progressively — 
All have known of: instances, marvellous as mir- 
acles: violent men, profane men, drunken and 


abusive men changed into meek and loving and 


gentle christians. Every candid observer has 
gained some such evidence of the power of the 
gospel of Christ: But in order rightly to esti- 
mate that power we should be able to contrast a 
truly christian character with what the same per- 
son would have been were we not in a gospel land. 
In our great mountains, the true altitude of avy 
summit is its elevation from the sea, and not its 
height above the surrounding mountains, which 
are the observer's position. But if we would 
adequately estimate the power of the gospel we 
must study what it has done and is doing for na- 
tions. 

Pagan nations present one great level of moral 
character-—a painful, dark spectacle. ‘The more 
civilized are no better than the most ignorant. 
All history demonstrates that ciy lization apart 
from religion only corrupts public morals.— 
Egypt, Babylon, Greece, Rome and India are 
evidences of this. The heart sickens as the eye 
ranges over the vices of the heathen world. And 
all testimony assures us that the picture is only 
dark and in itself hopeless. Upon this broad field 
the power of the gospel has been displayed. By 
gradual processes under its influence, nation has 


risen above nation, and geucration above gencra- | 


tion, until Britain contrasts with India, and 
America with China, and all the difference is 
due alone tg the gospel. No other power has 
begun to touch these immense evils of the world. 
Mohammedanism threw down idolatry in Arabia ; 
but Mohammedanism borrowed its strength from 
the gospel. Ou this great scale the power of 
God is operating.

Springfield is favored with reg- 
ular preaching by a minister of the Methodist 
South, and a resident German Reformed minis- 
ter, Rev. Mr, Crow. At Shaw's Flat there is 
occasional preaching, but for the want of a regu- 
lar house of worship, much of the interest in 
public religious exercises and many of the ad- 
vantages are lost. 

But while it was pleasing to see how many 
assembled at the places of worship, it was lamen- 
table to see how indifferent were the greater 
numbers to the blessings of the Sabbath and the 
house of God. Strange itis that so many live 
for no higher purpose than to eat, drink, sleep, 
pass away time, provide for their successors, and 
die like irresponsible unthinking brutes. But he, 
who, with strong aspirations of his soul, looks 
upward to God, to heaven and eternity, and brings 
the energies of his reasoning powers to the car- 
nest examination of the truth, and the energies 
of a resolute will to its practice; is, in the true 
object of living, in the true dignity of his nature, 
aud in his appropriate high ecnjoyments—as much 
raised above other men as reason is above in- 
stinct, mind above matter, man above the beast 
and heaven above earth. 


In all of the above mentioned places, there are 
good Divisions of the Sons of Temperance. The 
circumstances of this country were peculiarly in- 
viting to these Divisions. Here we have had 
few good places to which young men might re- 
pair, such as are found at the East, of social or 
literary character. Places of dissipation invited 
them and evil habits were acquired. But with 


miners have been brought together to spend un 
evening once or twice a weck. in a way at once 
pleasing and profitable. Thus, aside from the 
direct good effected by these Divisions, in opposing 
intemperance and reclaiming the inebriate, they 
have done very much towards reforming general 
society and preparing the way for other more 
extensive and more powerful influences. This 
region seems destined sureiy and rapidly to im- 
prove. ‘Te crisis has passed, And good socicty 
is established. The mines are certainly inex- 
haustible. None have yet found the bottom along 
the marble range: but deeper and deeper they 
penetrate, gathering the rich mineral, over a sur- 
face of many miles in extent. Ina few years it 
is believed that mining will constitute as regular 
employment for families to be continued for gen- 
erations, as farming does. There is nothing in it 
incompatible with the best state of society. It 
is no more distracting to the mind, injurious to 
morals, or Opposed to intellectual attainment, 
than any other occupation. Good schools are 
established. In Columbia are four, the largest 


man of activity and ability, numbers on an aver- 
age forty scholars. In Springfield there is but 
one, at Shaw's flat none at present; in Sonora, 
three. But all these schools are private, at a 
charge of four dollars for cach scholar per month. 
This, with board, throws a heavy load of expense 
upon the greatest benefactors of the country, 
those who immigrate hither with their families. 
It ought not to be so. ‘The schools ought to be 
free. Every man of money is benefitted in the 
improvement of society and security te property 
and to hfe, by the establishment of schools, to an 
extent far beyond an ordinary school tax; and 
hence he ought to bear his proportion of the ex- 
pense of schools. 

An abundance of water,is here expected in a 
few months to supply all demands for mining, 
the year round, aud also to a great extent for ir- 
rigating large portions of the land. Mining and 
gardening are thus connected together. 

Columbia, which is now so well built and so 
prosperous, was only a yeur ago the tenth of Ju- 
ly, thoroughly cleansed as by the scourge of God, 
with fire. Only one house in the city proper was 
left, a small one at the extreme upper eud, which 
had been a place of regular resort for gamblers 
and brandy drinkers. Why this was left might 
have seemed a wonder then, especially as on the 
next day it was thronged by a perfect crowd of 
burnt out business men, arranged im lines, cach 
waiting in regular order his turn at the bar for a 
draught of intoxicating liquor. 
quickly arose from its ashes, rebuilt in a better 
and more beautiful manner, and this sole remnant 
of gambling days underwent also a change. It 
passed through a cleansing and purifying proccss, 
and was converted into a pleasant parsonage for 
the. Presbyterian church, and is now occupied by 
their able pastor. So ultimately shall every den 
of wickedness in this wicked land be cleansed,

rejection, next Sept. It is an advance step in 
public morals, which, one year ago, did not seem 
possible to be taken iu five years. Within the 
past twelve months, our State, in its moral histo- 


ry, has progressed so much, thut those who have 


heen the movers therein, are really surprised at 
the results which are standing about on every 
hand. ‘The last Legislature, the irrepressible 
slang and vituperation of the papers, notwith- 
stahding, immortalized itself, in the bold posi- 


tions for the public good, which it dared to take. 


Much, which by them, was established upon the 
solid basis of law, lies unexecuted in the hands 
of the faithless men to whom it was committed 
tor enforcement, and the public body still festers 
away in its old corruption—the hand, for which 
the scalpel lies prepared, stays to gather the 
spoils that every day accumulate in the great 
lazar-house. 

Soon the pure white flag, presented to us from 


a sister State, will be offered to the hand of the 


people,—will they trample it under their feet, in 
the vomit of intoxication, or will they carry it 
aloft, in the fresh breezes of the ocean? Shall it 
be baptized in the caldron of a distillery, the 
devil and his bloated myrmidons sponsors, or at 
the font of virtue, with Peace and Love and Re- 


ligion rejoicing around and consecrating the 


rite? God only knows. But let the good ak 
pray that the angel whose visit is so near, may 
come and dwell in our land, and not be driven 
away. 

Although there i is so much liquor drank, more, 
probably, than by as many people any where 
else in the world; there is much reason to believe 
that the vote for prohibition will be a very heavy 
one. Many of those who feel its curse resting 
upon them and their families, enthralled by the 


power of the dreadful habit and unable to break 


from its strange enchantment, will gladly vote 
for it. No doubt many a drunken man will 
stagger to the polls and give his ticket for total 


abstinence ; then the charmer which is irresisti- 


ble, will be taken from his sight, and he never 
asrain will be folded in its slimy coils. 

Every body knows that intoxicating drinks 
are the fountain, from which constant streams of 
misery wash through the whole community ; that 
they are the pool, where the monsters of erime, 
of every conceivable shape do hatch and gender, 
and come creeping forth as soon as they are able, 
into the masses of society,—into the houses of 
the good, as well as into the dens of the vicious. 
Every body knows this, but yet they may be sur- 
prised at the fact stated by Recorder Waller, 
that during his term of office, seven-ei:giths of all 
the cases of misdemeanor and crime, which came 
before hun, were occasioned by tntoxwation. What 
citizen can look at that fact, without feeling 
that the astounding vices for which our city is 
notorious may le, ought to be prevented? 

If ruſſiauism and vice affected those persons 
only who drink to inebriation, this would be bad 
cnough, and would call for the interference of 
the good; but when it involves the innocent, and 
strikes down the unoffending and the helpless, 
and breaks the heart of affection and drives true, 
noble woman to an carly grave, and brings up 
children in penury and vice, and this not in one, 
nor two, nor ten instances but scores of them— 
then every good citizen must feel willing to 
make some sacrifices of personal comfort for the 
benefit of so large a portion of the community. 

To prevent one instance of a ruined, beggared 
family, what man would not deny himself the 
pleasure which he finds in social drinking? To 
prevent one murder, would any person refuse to 
banish wine from his table? Not one. There 
fore it is to be expected that a great many indi- 
viduals who drink socially, and without the least 
harm to themselves, and who feel that the goblet 
is almost essential to a pleasant entertainment; 
will voluntarily put it aside, and vote for a law 
which, while it denies them a luxury, saves ma- 
ny a record of dreadful crime; many a_ sceue of 
beastly degredation ; many a rare precious boy 
or girl from the pollution of vice, and an educa- 
tion in erime. 

Love for public virtue is not all gone from 
men: a prohibiting law, looked at, not as though 
destructive of individual rights, but as a sacrifice 
which every: man willingly makes for the best 
welfare of society, commends itself to the favor 
of every one; and few men so looking at it, un- 
less their business is involved therein, would re- 
fuse their sanction to an institution, which they 
believe will be efficient to secure the end in view. 
Every body wants a pure and healthy society: 
everybody is offended by beastly intoxication : 
everybody is sickened by the depravities of the 
inebriated. Everybody would be proud, if no 
drunken affray could be recorded for a weck; not 
a man but would love to boast of the morality 
of California: why may we not expect then, 
that large numbers of agreeable drinkers, will 
welcome this great modern measure of reforin 
with their influence and their votes? 

There is one class of society whose opposition 
must be expected—the liquor-makers and ven- 
ders. They will of course use every means of 
resistance, from argument, down to ridicule and 
brute force. Probably they are the only single 
class of men, who will stand out in a campaign 
for freedom and individual rights, and they are 
certainly very respectable men, whose opinions 
ought to be regarded. ‘They number thousands 
in the State, have swollen purses, and robust 
faces, and make good speeches, and they will se- 
cure great consideration for themselves and their 
numerous friends. They are the opposition.—
